Washington, Aug. 8.— The first of 
the international peace treaties em­ 
bodying Secretary Bryan ’s plans has 
been actually signed.

The terms of this convention are 
practically identical with the details 
of the international peace proposal 
submitted by Secretary Bryan to the

that the signing of other treaties w ill 
Ifollow in rapid succession.

Senator Bacon, chairman of the for­ 
eign rotations committee, a declara­ 
tion on the floor of the senate that the 
present situation is “ the gravest In 
years, much graver than confronted 
us when 
the 
Cuban question was 
here.” 
The president realizes the gravity of 
the situation and manifested his dis­ 
pleasure at the attitude of some mem­ 
bers of the minority party in con­ 
gress, telling callers that he believed 
certain Republicans would 
make it 
difficult for him to handle tho situa­ 
tion in a peaceful manner. 


Justifies Emphatic Language. 


On this account Mr. Wilson justi­ 
fied the strong and emphatic language 
of Senator Bacon, who during a debate 
in the senate on the resolution of Sen­ 
ator ('lark of Wyoming, Republican, 
demanding a general investigation of 
Mexican affairs, had referred to the 
resolution as openly "disrespectful,’’ 
and “ flouting in the face of the presi­ 
dent” while the latter was endeavor­ 
ing to put into effect a peace policy. 
The resolution was finally forced oft 
the day’s calendar. 
President Wilson was unmoved by 
advices from .Mexico City depicting 
the Huerta government as inimical to 
Mr. Lind’s mission. 
He let it be 
known, too, that so far as he was 
able to learn there was not the slight­ 
est demand from the American people 
for intervention and declined to dis­ 
cuss alternatives that might be used 
in event that the efforts of the Amer­ 
ican government to help restore peace 
in Mexico were rejected. 


Hopes for Peaceful Solution. 


The president is confidently hopeful 
that a peaceable solution of the Mex­ 
ican trouble can be effected. 
He 1 
made it plain to callers that, until 
advised officially to the contrary, he I 
would continue to regard as incredible 
the statements issued on behalf of j 
President Huerta declaring Mr. Lind » 
presence in Mexico undesirable. 
W hile there is little disposition to j 
doubt the veracity of the news dis- 
patches describing the attitude of the ; 
Huerta government against Mr. Lind 1 
there is hope among other adminis- j 
tration officers that upon mature re­ 
flection no such intimations will he 
formally conveyed to the Washington 
authorities. 
The president is known to hold thr. 
opinion that the Huerta adminlstra 
lion would make a vital mistake to 
refuse at this stage of the situation 
to receive an envoy from the chief 
executive of the United States, 
even 
though the emissary lacked diplomatic 
status. 
Mr. Lind, it was pointed out, 
was purposely sent without creden­ 
tials so that he might deal freely 
with persons of all factions in Mex­ 
ico who might inquire as to the views 
of the Washington administration.

Washington. Aug. 8.— The first of 
the international peace treaties em­ 
bodying Secretary Bryan’s plans has 
been actually signed. 
It was between 
the United States and Salvador and 
soon will he sent to the senate for 
ratification. 
The terms of this convention are 
practically identical with the details 
of the international peace proposal 
submitted by Secretary Bryan to the 
nations of 
the 
world. 
Twenty-six 
countries, including most of the great 
powers, already have approved tha 
plan in principle and it is probable 
that the signing of other treaties will 
follow In rapid succession. 
All will 
be drafted on the same general lines 
By the projectors the fact that thia 
treaty is made between one of tbs 
greatest and one of the smallest of 
kl ut ic ri - is regarded as exemplifying 
in the highest degree the true spirit 
of the peaceful settlement of Inter­ 
national issues. 
The principle of the convention is 
that most disputes between nations 
nan be peacefully adjusted 
if suf­ 
ficient time is allowed to dissipate 
passion and for cool and reasonable 
consideration of the issues involved.
